He hoped the House would thow by supporting him I 
in his motion that night, thit documents like 
iheae ih.iuld he exhibited to honiirablo mem- 
bora whenever required, He hid wished to 
lee only the one tender, hat that having been 
refused him, lie had determined upon haying the 
wholu of ihetti laid before the House, and not only for 
thin hut for other lines of railway. He wished for them ! 
also, lu order to lind out the reason for something ' 
that he was ahout to refer to, He now canto to the 
second part of hia motion relnEive tn the rjrrniion to ' 
Camphelllowii. He had underlined that tho iiiteau. j 
fol tenderer for this work had been a person named j 
Hall, but be had learni 1 within the lait few hours 
that Hall was not to hare the contmet, nut that 
Handle had taken it, and tta higher rate thin that for 
which ho had offered to do it at the tint) when bis 
tender fur the fuur miles had been accepted. Whether , 
Hall's being thus thrown orcr, iftK hia 
hayinii been told that his render wu [ 
accepted, hod arisen from his hot baring 
perfected his band, or from any other cause, he 1 
conld not say, but no doubt tha documents would I 
show. He now came to the tenders for the Electric ' 
Telearaph to Lirerpool, and had hewn compelled to 
word hia motion aa he had done, in consequence of the 
language he saw used In Ills Racellency's Speech, 
Pur hia own part, he had been under the i^opreeaion 
that cot.tracin had be&n entered into for the piles and 
wire for the line between Sydney ind Liverpool, before, 
the line from Liverpool to Alhury had been luthoruwd; 
but he fount! his K.osllenotr making use of this ei- 
preiwion— » Contracts had been entoftd into for the 
CDnat ruction of a line of electric Icjegraph from Rydnsy 
to Alhury. The profrtcii of this work vA Of ' 
uu Jerlnken for a simitar pu: 
juatincs the eapeotatinnthat 

all the chief tutirs of Aiutrslia will toon be completed. 
He wished them to see in what way the tenders had 
been accepted, ai his excellency Homed to say, for tha 
whole line from Sydney to Albury, as he had certainly 
been under the impression that oontracu for materials 
for a portion of the line, had previously been taken. 
As to the line from Liverpool to Albury. be waa given 
to understand, by those well acquainted with the 
manor, that had proper means of Mnstroction been 
adopted, tbii In,, would hire been completed hy 
Christmas noil. Aa it was, however, the work wu 
progressing so slowly, thit iny person with 
even the alighttit knowledge Dt the mailer 
could sea that instead of baini; completed 
at Ohri_.tmaa, would scarcely he flniibad by 
Christmas twelvemonth. Seeing this, ho had of course 
become curions It, know what bond the contractor, Mr. 
Hull, whose tender for railway works hat] been re- 
jecti-d, had entered into, end who it wa.be had for his 
sureties. Voder such circumstancca he hoped the 
House would support him in the course he was new 
compelled to adopt, seeing that no other alternative 
had been left him. 

Mr. THOMSON seconded tho motion. 

Mr. HAY was quitus lire that the hon. member could 
not antici ate uiyobjceiiuii being made to bis motion 
hy tlie Govern meur, though it had soiled hint to 
make it appear doubtful whether it would he sc. 
There could do no objection to producing the pipers, 
and in fact he bad told the hon. member at their inter - 
view, t2.il ili "be roiurns would he laid an the table of 
the H..iuqe as soon after Lho meeting of Parliament as 
possible. Thai tCflj use he admitted had a full right to 
enquire into all matters in which the expenditure of 
the public money wub concerned, and the QorcTament 
were prepared to give Ihem every moans of enquiry 
as soon as possible. They could not, however, ba laid 
hofore the House in a complete, form, inasmuch as the 
bonds for the ijimphcliuiarn anc] the Maicjand exten- 
sions wore not yet csompleted. The rcniirks 
made by the honorable member oil the 
mention made by Hii Eicellenry of the Elec trie Tele- 
graph lietweon rlydney and Albury, were nothing more 
than n mere play upon words, ft was true that con- 
tract* had been taken for tho lino between LirerpOQl 
and Albury. whilst from Sydney to Liverpool ctm. 
tracts for materiel only had ueen taken — the work of 
emotion being dune under the management of the 
RniEway Commissioners, and nlong the line of railway. 
Thus, then, Uierc could he nothing improper In hia 
Excellency saying that, " contracts had been entered 
into for the construction of a line of electric telegraph 
from Sydney to Albury." Willi regard to the remarks 
made relative to tho contract for constructing 
the Electric Telegraph from Liverpool to Albury, 
tho House when the pipers vera before 
them w-uld bun rut opportunity of judging of the 
security that the liomnment had taken for the due 
and proper carrying out of the works on that line. He 
must my that the Gnvernnient had certainly felt a 
diHtculty with regard to Mr. Mill's tender. He was a 
complete stranger to them and their omciili, but his 
tender being coniitlerihly the lowest, thny did not fesl 
themselves justified in refusing it, unless upon distinct 
information that it oould not be carried out. In eon- 
sequence nf this, some delay hod occurred prior to 
accepting the tender, and much trouble had been taken 
by the Eiecmire to And out wlietbcr he waa a man that 
could and would carry out th* work. The best m**h*ol 
testine; thil. it was oonoHred, was by the sureties 
orfered, and those wen considered to be quite tnffi- 
cient.— but they all knew that no sureties could be 
guaranteee for carrying out the work in the time agreed 
upon, and this wis always the groat dttnculty that 
beset them in accepting tenders. They were bound is 
it srere in sjoueral to give the work to the lowest 
tenderer , though not necaaaarll y. At all creota, in 
thii case, everything had bam done lo prevent any 
eril arising, and then waa every reason to believe 
that the auretisa wore good snd sufSdenL It had

Ha would not 
enter intu the eonverislton that passed between them 
because private tjonrereatiinis were always 
most unsatisfactory to quote, but the 
ree.ilt srsis that the honorable member claimed sj a 
1 member of that House, to see tho lender Just ac- 
cepted. No doubt, tint House could clai u to ine It, 
and It wonld bo hia duty to ley l| bsfore them ; hut 
that a private member out Of thlt House should have 
the power of visiting any puhlio department suvd jjjji. 
ing for inch pipers and document! aa he pleased 
would he a most monstrous thing to say. neiides' 
there might be good reasons— and 1 thini there were 
—for not allowing those papers at thlt tints. At the 
proper time, however, they were Intended to he pub. 
hahed, and the honorable member wis informed 
that they would he laid before the 
House aa soon as possible after its meeting 
He would now estpliin. Tendera fur the extension of 
the lino from Lirexpool to Cimpbelltown bid bees 
called for in two portions, Lost session, when the 
money was Ran led for the extension of the line, there 
were no auch exact surveys, pl.ns, and speciflostioru 
made, or emulations oa to the cost of those works 
entered bita, so si tn enable the Bovrmment to take 
contracts upon itvciftf ilium of fiuiniiltea. The fact, 
therefore, wis— the Chief Engineer was authorised to 
elaborate such plane and speciScationa as to quantities, 
so as to furnish the Oeremuient with a aatisfactory 
basis opon which they might advertise for tenders, 
and ills i that the Jtailwiy CommiaiLoners might bo 
the better s>ls> to judge what was, in reality and u uly. 
the lowest tender. Witlioul specidcationi of 
the kind, it would he impossible to judge, 
with the necessnry degree of ewtness, which wis the 
lowest tender. It west comtdercd by tlie Government, 
after all that had been said, ind after ell Die com. 
plsitits that had been mnde with reference to the man- 
net these contracts wire previously managed, mors 
especially with regard to the way railway contiioU 
hitd he«n entered into and carried out, that tenders 
should in future be taken only upon ersat speciries. 
lions of quantities, as the only means by which they 
could know exu tly whit a particular work would 
rest, aud whether the work bad been faithfully per- 
formed hy the contractors, and also lhat Lbe oontraclors 
wercnDt onrpoi l, ln thii way they would bo able 
to check fhu mean uremente, and to disco ver any widedia- 
crepnncies— to nsccrttiln whothir the BpeoideatiDns had 
been proposly made, and in foci to check those ir.nl. 
vevsalions wtiich before too frequently took place. In 
this respect tho Government hid acted very wisely. 
The Chief Engineer, with a caution which did hint 
credit, refused to put Lis hand to anything unless per. 
fcclly taiiitled that lie waa going on a proper dele - 
the result of personal investigation, ll was not con. 
lidered judicinui to deliy the work too long— to throw 
the railway labourers out of employment, and thus to 
let them, a. a matter of course, go off to Melbourne. 
Ho, therefore, ji was tint it was deemed nd- 
Miihle to advertise one portion uf lbe line 
at once — the four railed front Liverpool towards 
Camjibclltown. Some degree of tuiappointrnent 
had naturally boen felt in the matter, but he thought 
from the eaplnnition be h.»d now offered that it would 
be confessed I lovemment bad taken the wiser course 
by going on with the four miles, than if they had un- 
dertaken a Urge expenditure by sdvertislng Lbr the. 
whole line. The Government would, in future, be able 
to undertake ilit-ae iotporLaut works upon a proper 
data, upon a basis of calculation, so that the expenses 
of rsilwsye, wherever undertaken, could at once be 
ascertained, and in a manner that would leave nothing 
to chance or doubt. With regard to Itsndlo's tender to 
complete the whole hoe ml the same rate M he had 
connected for tho nrst Tour inilea. be 
must say that thii was . subjoBt on 
which the Rsllwiy Coinminionire had had very great 
difficulty In arriving at a satisfactory conclusion.

When si) the papera were laid before tho 
it would be fount! thii in reality tbe Oovomment had 
notbien subjected to any loss In the matter by tho 
course thit bad been token, and it would also be aeon 
that the difference between Hr, Hindis 'a first and 
second tender for the eight raiUs' extension was so 
trifling, lhat ll ought not to be put to counterbalance 
a departure fcor* tho great principle* to be ob- 
•ersei In inch maitera. He bad at the 
Tory Hnt been roost arutious to giva the 
honorable and learned member who had brought for- 
ward the motion, all she Information in hia power ; 
bat the fact wsa that the manner of that ' 



and learned gentleman at (be time waa auch as to pre- 
clude him from giving it. lie thought that a fair line 
ought Co bo drawn and observed in the management of 
executive matters as that involved in the question ; 
for bis own pert, be drew a fait line between the abso- 
lute right of en individual member of that House, sad 
the right of the House as a whole, f Hear, bear. ) To 
Ihe will and writ of that House he would always be 
prepared to bow, hut he would not do to to indi- 
vidual members, but would it all times assert 
his right to take the proprr course, as it might appear 
to him as an eieeiitive ofioer of the Government. He 
would always he prepared lo comply with the request 
of the House, knowing si he did lost the Sxeeutive 
could only hold nmce ao long as it cot, formed with the 
deliberate judgment of the House, and be would there- 
fore always feel plossurs in giving to the House all the 
information in bis power. Refers he eat down, be 
would observe, with regard 10 tbo railway aantraots, 
that the Government would have preparbd inch exact 
■pecincitioni of all works to be undertaken, that (hey 
would be at all times enabled to come 
to a SBtisfsotory conclusion as to the ex- 
penditure required for alt work— and in commencing 
that system they were juatifled in making a sacrmne 
of a slight idvantsge. Randle' s private contract was 
rejected, but even though some delay might be sup- 
posed to be tits consequence, he believed that th* line 
would b* finished nearly aa Soon as if the Aral tender 
bad been accepted. In point of lime, in feel, nothing 
would he leal, and everything gained id Supporting a 
greet pringlple. 

Mr. HOLKUYD reminded the honorable member

Mr. HAY : The fact wai, Mr. II all's lender waa th* 
loweit for the catena ion of the eight miles ; but the 
Board though. U would be injudicious to give to large 
an additional contract to a man whose contract had 
been previously accepted for the telsvrlpb line from 
Liverpool to Albury. Tho coo tract, however, would 
have hesn loocpled. hy Mr. HiU flndiug erirliin a car. 
tain tbne — which should not embarrass the Govern- 
menl or cause any unnecessary delay — 4 lumcient 
amount of security to satisfy lb* Board. 
These were the condiUons upon Which Hail's 
tender only would be accepted ; but Mi. Hall 
failed in finding Ihe security, ind lbe oonaequence 
was, It woe deemed sdvlieble to go bock to the Hell 
lowest tender, which was Mr. Handle's.

such luma bare boen granted, and dis- 
tinguishing hr-roidi from loaning thoroughfire*. 
That portion of the hon, member' s motion had, there - 
fore, been completely sitiifled. As to the two others, 
tha second and third, which he helieve.l ho wis most 
enxioui for, aud which referred to the different sppli- 
oilioui that had been made to the Government during 
the present year, there was no ditBcnlty whatever, ex- 
opting lo* trouble of getting together a copy of the 
dirfttreiit returns, which he was perfectly wlllLng should 
be done. The hon. member had detailed certain 
rumours, he said, for the purpose of giving the Govem- 
ment the opprirtunity uf contisdieting them. Me did 
iidi kn.iw what particular purpose would lie answered 
if the Government contradicted these rumoura. 
It oould not be sitisrietory to give a denial to faets 
whioh were not ataied. The Government were taunted 
with having (aramed tho toads of their friends. This 
be begged leaTe to give the molt unqualified cntitra- 
iliellon to. It only went, however, for rumour. He 
was only afraid the thing would have been the other 
way, because he had the repiilslion of being addicted, 
when an application wis made, to living No. He 
fell disinclined to give way in inch matters, because 
he bad no wish to obtain the assistance 
of nny gentleman by means or Jobbing 
in the money voted for roads. He 
thought ho might be allowed to say that when this 
paper, which he hid laid upon the tible of the House, 
canlainLnjj the distribution of the rued fund, waa ready 
for use by the members snd tbe public, si]] oeudid 
minds would do him the justice lo say thai there wu 
scarcely a place which would not be found in this dis- 
tribution. Ha was sensible of nothing but lbe utmost 
degree of fairness in th* distribution of the money en 
tho roads. It erould alio bo Hen thai in very few in- 
stances bad there beea any application for the mcnov 
at ill. In very fiw instances had the money been 
given by lb* ipplicsrion of members or of any 
The appropriation was made in 
a great many cases, and 10 the greatest 
extent, simply on what he considered right. He 
meant with regsrd to the £18,01*1, With regard lo 
the £L4,adO, this money was appropriated according 
to the organised mods of distribution — to the leading 
hfsrea, snd he distributed it accord. 
Ihe organised mode of distribution 
the leading thoroughfares was established In a 
. . .ttee of thtslluuse, whioh sal in IBJl, end was 
afterwards panel by the House. The £12,000 voted 
was distributed reioibly, according lo this rule, on 
the leading thoroughfare*. He found thlt the amount 
voted in lSSt was only £11,000, instead of irS.OOO, 
which admitted of a double amount being given 
to every road under that diitribution, which was it 
the rite of £20 a milt- to the lending thoroughfare*, 
Willi regard to (he xlS.OM, he lookeefupon it that tbe 
whole country was interested in the maintenance or tho 
great trunk line* loading tots lb* Interior from Sydney, 
and from the harbour of the Hunter. The best thing

tendenoe of course they tied eu interest in performing 
any pellicular work in one day. Tbe centra] pin of 
the roads, which bed been out up by teams, was being 
repaired, .nd they cost into the middle rabbish and 
mud, so that In a very little linn the road wu in 1 
worse condition than ft wu before. In one particular 
oue, in which be had given a notice 
of motion about, beyond llerriou, the 
progress of conjH-uitlog the ;bridga wu slow. The 
bridge wu commenced two years ago, and wit not 
yet finished, and there wualill a parly who wu paid 
and employed on this work ne thought the hon. 
member for Murrumbldgeewuiwireoftbe spot, It wu 
a most important pin nf tho road, and yet wu almost 
in sn Impassable state. There were men employed, 
and the work was going on, snd elill there wo* scarcely 
anything done. The person in charge wu 1 surveyor, 
a most efuoiorit person, and one who understood his 
bulimies well, but he knew not (ram what cauie lie 
work was in a very bid state, and it 
was wholly attributed to tho late) heavy 
rains. Hebolived, if tie Governnunt had acted with 
some little spirit, they would bare had the ftoulhem 
Roil in a much belter condition, A proposition was 
rnsde to havs some time ago a comtof tnctal laid down, 
and if the Governmmt had acted with vigour, and be- 
fore the funds were exhausted, had sskeil 4 vol* of 
this House to enable them to do this, the vnad vrould 
now have been in a good oondltiuu, instead of being 
almost impieiahle. He might also mention thu, aa a 
fast, that he himself, in connection with others in hia 
neighbourhood, made rspeoted applications for tbe 
ooiistruetton of bridges ores the creek* which 
were almost itnriaaaable in the public highway.

A copt of the propose! Tasmania*. Land Bill 
it before ut. In the present crowded itata of 
our columns we canDot insert it entire, but we 
miy furnish our leidera with an outline of the 
policy tbe Tasmanian Parliament will be a-ked 
to sanction. The bill gosi farther in altering 
the milting land system than other Government 
Land Bills that hue as yet been laid before any 
of lh s Australian Parliaments , Whether wisely 
or not is a matter open to question 

Tbe management of the land is to be placed 
in ike hands of three Conimisiionert, of 
whom the Sfchbtauy ct Public Woman 
am> Las in for the time being ii 
always to be one, tbe other two heme, 
appointed and removable by the QoTlBXoc in 
Council, Any two of these Commissioner*, of 
whom the Secretary ie one, are to be competent 
to set. All leases and aalee of public lands are 
to be made by them, aad them alone, though 
they are ta conform to any regulations the Qj- 
Ytsnort in Council mar, from time time, issue. 
It it obvious that in a Board oonaistiDg of three 
members, the Minister may occuionally be out- 
voted by his coll e Agues, and thru be made re- 
sponsible to Parliament for a course of conduct 
which he hu vainly endeavoured to re- 
tiat. If the difference were on a 
serious matt'T, it would be possible to 
re* i jre Utrmony by dismissing the non Min- 
interial Cnntmiaaionere, and tppDih'.ihg otheis. 
But this would be nndeairable in itself, beeaaee, 
as the Ministerial Commissioners would be con- 
stantly changing, There would he the more rea- 
son for retaininz tbe others permanent. The 
practice of appointing Boards to preside over 
public departments may have trims conveniences 
in securing a wider range of judgment, bnt it 
dimieirhtt the direct reeponitbilLty, and in this 
reipect will be always more or leu incongruous 
wtlh Parliamentary government. At A* teat 
time the power of disposing of the public lands 
ii so enormous, and ii to liable to abuie, that 
the country may well feel timid at searing 
it i r posed in the bmdi of any politician whom a 
hard pretiad Premier nay take Enta hia cabinet 
as AfinisLer of Lands and Public Works. 

Tlie bill divides lands into three classes, viz., 
town and suburban lands, country laids, and 
unsettled I slide. Lands of tbe flrtt daat are to 
be sold only by auction. No fixed price is given, 
bnt the Contmiaebners may fix the uput price 
when the lots are advertised for sale. Lands of 
the seeond and third daat may be disposed of 
either by auction or by private tale ; in the 
former cue the upset price is to be ten shilling! an 
acre, in the le tcr, a pound an acre. The Commia- 
■ ioqera may sell lands privately in Jot* of not 
less than fifty acres, but the expenses of survey 
and of the grant must be borne by the pur- 
chaser, and the land mutt be surveyed in ac- 
cordance with the utabliahed regulations u to 
the sfi ape and boundaries. All large purchases 
by private contract are to be paid for in cub* 
but in the case of lota not larger than six 
hundred and forty acres, the terms of psyment 
sre made eatiiV, and may be spread over eight 
years, the price' being however increased by 
one-fifth in to ntideration ef thii allowance, 
One- fifth of the 1. ->UI coat is to be paid down at 
starting, and th • 'tit i» enauut instal- 
ments of one-teni «■ » 'h-«« payment* 
sro overdue for more than twenty-one 
diys, tha deposit « forfeited, »n<!

The object el thit credit syili're is of course 
to stimulate farming by men *'* capital too 
limited to pay the fall purchase j vice of the 
land at otlcs ; and in orde/ to prole Ct the plio 
from abuse by eipi ulittt It is providei* that not 
mere than t square mils shall be thus soK' to one 
person. It will have to be discussed how 
lur it It deilrsble for the L itoto 
to offer a bounty on one particular puri.'tit. 
When lind it perfectly accessible to those who 
d:iira it, and at • price which it not unreason, 
utile the state' of the markets best determine 
whalher it is worth while W purchue land and 
till It It is pnssibls too that existing farmers 
may not look with complacency on the intro- 
duction of rivals, lo whom the State granti tuch 
speotil ficilitiee ts to enable them to nnbeisell 
those who have been lest favoured. The cry uf 
rested interests may, therefcwe, be beard in op- 
tr-'iiUioii to this new arrangement. It will not 
be very convenient for the Crown to have open 
■cconnti with a number of small std ttruggling 
i' runts, and the rclatiomhip mty l«ed ti 
wry undesirable political complications. If » 



Is two years time, perhaps, wheat may be 
offered in Australia at half-s-crown a bethel. 
There it nothing improbable in thit— wheat wu 
told this year in the country dlttricta of South 
Australia imarediately after the harvest at four 
shillings and sixpence a bushel. In all the 
colonies then It an eager demand for the en- 
coumgenrovjt and increase of agriculture ; and, 
If they all go corn- growing at once, tbey may 
soon overstock the market. The little Crown 
tenants will be then embarratud. A cry of 
distress will arise froro one end of the colony 
to the other, and a claim for relief will be made 
on the Government. The tenants will elk for 
time, or Tor reduced payments. ILewill be use- 
leu to potut to the agrMmenU. The power 
that made the Act can alter it, and that power 
will he invoked. The distressed tenants and 
those who, being bound up with their interests 
sympathise wilt them, may form a majority or 
voters in tome electoral districts, or a minority 
sufficiently large to tare an election and they 
will find no difficulty in getting candidates to 
take up their case. A Parliamentary Opposition 
on the look out for grievances may take the cry 
up, end either fore* the existing administration 
to make some change In tbe law, or get Into 
power themselves on Iho strength of their pro- 
mites. 

Tbe bill proposes to alienate unset tied la his 
oa terms stul euier. They may be gives away 
far nothing, bnt only on the following condi- 
tions, which ire intruded to ensure rwna fiiU 
occupation, Tbe loll must be In tiae between 
fifty and six hundred and forty acres, and one 
person can only have one lot. The grantee 
must utisfv the Commlailoners that he hu a 
pound sterhngfor every acre applied for, or stock 
and implements of equivalent value. He must 
reside upon the land for five years, and mutt 
clear, fence, and cultivate Ave acres for every 
fifty applied for, and mutt not ditpoee of hit 
interest in Uie estate for five years, without th, 
written consent of the Commiis ionet s , If these 
terms are unfulfilled, -the Commissioners may 
resume possesion, or they may on a 
coniideration of the circumstances ex- 
tend the term, or luhetitutt a giant of 
a portion only of the estate, accord- 
ing at the bargain has been mare or leu fully 
completed. There is no great hardship Is these 
terms, ae they enforce nothing that a bona fide 
firmer would not voluntarily undertake The 
free grant of tha land, therefore, U a direct in- 
ducement to intending ftrmsrs to choose their 
location in the unsettled land*. H will have to 
be considered how fir this premium on I disper- 
sion of the agricultural population will coincide 
w.th the provision to he made for roads, schools, 
police, Ac. The convenience and oconemy of 
Oprernmant is in the proportion of the concen- 
tration *r population. 

Thi Bill propose] to bate pastoral 
landi tt a peppercorn rent for seven 
years, the leau being terminable on the part of 
the Crown at six months' notic-. The lessee, 
howevor, is to keep on the ground a thouund 
tneep nr a hundred heed of cat tie. Tbere U to 
he no compensation for improvements os the 
termination of tha lease, nor even after four 
yeat-i' occupancy of tha lease is determined by 
the tenant. Compensation is only to be given 
when the lense i, determined by the Crown. 
The inducement to make improvements, there- 
fore, ie not very groat, Suburban and country 
land may also be letted by suction, or, failing 
its dUpoul in that way, bv private contract, ie 
block! of not more than S00 aeret, for a term of 
fourteen years, at a rent of not less than a pound 
for every hundred acres; provision being, of 
course, made for the resumption or the land at 
six months' noticr, with compensation for im- 
piovementa, If it is required for isle or for any 
public purpose. The clauses for leasing land 
for special purpose*, such is wharves, tlips. Sic., 
contain nothing remarkible. The object of 
offering land on tempting conditions is doubtless 
to attract population, but where all the colo- 
nies compete with eich other the force or 
the attraction in greatly neutralised. Where 
one colony holds out greater inducements 
for the acquisition of Itnd than the adjacent 
settlements do. it may duw to itself a large p->r- 
tioa of the floating population. But there ire 
now nut Austndaiiin colonies, and when the 
More too Bay District is detached th-re will be 
etven : all of which posaeu a vast area of 
unappropriated land, and they can all, there- 
fore, if forced to do to by the competition of 
neighbouring colonies, bid for the attaehmsnt of 
the emigrant by the bounty they offer for hit 
permanent settlement. Tasmania, ta hardly able 
to ran a race in this respect with colonies that 
have more hand to give away. All well. wisher* 
to these colonist deitre to see a steady increase 
in the occupation ef the toll, bet all ■cttemes for 
artificially stimulating eucb. occupation must he 
jealously acrutiniatd, lest evili unanticipated by 
sanguine reformer* ihould develop the Heel vet, 
and the remedy ha found in the end won* thin 
the complaint it wu Intenied to cure.
